He  migrated  to  Cambridge,  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  in 
May  1634  in  company  with  his  sister,  Margery  Willard 
Davis,  her  husband,  Dolar  Davis,  and  a  younger  brother, 
George  Willard.  There  is  no  record  of  his  wife,  Mary 
Sharpe,  accompanying  him. 

m.  (2)  Elizabeth,  sister  of  Henry  Dunster,  president  of 
Harvard  College.  She  died  within  a  year,

He  removed  from  Cambridge  in  the  Fall  of  1635  as  Mili¬ 
tary  leader  of  the  little  band  of  12  families  that  settled 
in  Concord,  where  he  lived  for  23  years  before  again  re¬ 
moving  to  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  from  which  12  years 
later  he  once  more  removed  to  that  part  of  Groton,  now 
known  as  Ayer.  Note  the  Historical  Marker  at  Fort 
Devens  designating  his  Nonacoicus  Farm.  The  Indians 
in  King  Phillip's  War  burned  his  house  in  March  1675-6. 

He  died  April  24,  1676  and  is  presumed  to  have  been 
buried  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  but  neither  his  grave  or 
record  of  it  has  been  found.  Could  he  not  have  been  in¬ 
terred  in  Ipswich,  or  even  in  Salem,  where  his  son 
Simon  (5)  was  prominent  in  town  and  church  affairs? 

No  better  epitaph  can  be  written  than  that  found  on  the 
Monument  erected  to  his  memory  in  Concord  on  Nashaw- 
tuck  Hill  by  the  grateful  citizens  on  the  occasion  of  the 
300th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  town.

The  Hosmers  had  migrated  to 
Watertown,  Mass.,  from  Hawkhurst,  Kent,  England,  a 
village  near  Horsmonden.  Could  he  and  his  brother, 
Joseph,  have  been  known  to  the  Willards  before  they 
left  Kent?  Oddly  enough,  an  entry  appears  in  the  Con¬ 
cord  records  mentioning  the  above  marriage.  Now, 
Thomas  Hosmer  had  never  lived  in  Concord,  so  one 
must  assume  that  the  reference  to  the  wedding  to  a 
niece  of  Joseph  Hosmer,  prominent  in  Concord,  was 
meant  to  honor  both  Simon  Willard  and  Joseph  Hosmer. 

Josiah  Willard  first  lived  in  Hartford  but  in  1661  took 
title  to  3  acres  of  land  in  Wethersfield  on  the  west  side 
of  Broad  St.  A  part  of  that  land  has  remained  in  the 
family  continuously  and  John  C.  Willard,  his  grandson 
in  the  9th  generation,  still  lives  on  it.  The  deed  to 
the  land  was  witnessed  by  a  Samuel  Willard,  believed 
to  have  been  Josiah* s  younger  brother  who  later  at¬ 
tained  prominence  as  minister  of  the  Third  Church 
(Old  South)  in  Boston  in  which  he  baptised  Benjamin 
Franklin  while  simultaneously  vice-president  of  Har¬ 
vard  College  in  Cambridge.  It  is  further  believed 
that  Josiah' s  original  house  was  burned  in  1836  for 
the  present  house  at  #49  Broad  St.,  was  built  in  1837. 
To  the  south  of  this  stands  another,  recently  restored, 
built  by  another  descendant,  Stephen  Willard  (#118). 

Like  so  many  of  his  times,  Josiah  was  probably  a 
farmer,  though  he  is  known  to  have  been  one  of  the 
earliest  schoolmasters  in  the  town. 

He  died  in  1674.  No  record  of  his  burial  place  is 
known.

Contin¬ 
ued  with  that  firm  until  his  death,  at  which  time  he  was 
President  and  Treasurer.  He  had  been  president  ior 
16  years.  He  was  respected  by  the  seedsmen  of  the 
U.  S.  for  his  extensive  knowledge  of  seed  culture  and 
his  business  integrity.  Served  as  Secretary-Treasurer 
of  the  American  Seed  Trade  Association  from  1896  to 
1903,  at  which  time  he  was  elected  to  the  presidency 
for  one  term.  He  was  active  in  civic  and  church  af¬ 
fairs,  being  Clerk  of  First  Church  of  Christ  (Congre¬ 
gational)  from  1884-1904;  in  1910  he  was  honored  for 
having  served  as  Superintendent  of  its  Sunday  School 
for  15  years.  He  had  also  been  a  Deacon.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Connecticut  House  of  Representatives, 
1901,  and  a  member  of  its  Constitutional  Convention 
in  1902.  See  the  Memorial  Tree  planted  by  him  on  the 
grounds  of  Gov.  Thomas  Welles  School  at  its  conclusion.

He  was  educated  in  Wethersfield  public  schools  and  in 
early  life,  in  spite  of  a  physical  handicap,  operated  a 
successful  market  gardening  business  until  about  192.0. 

In  1919  he  became  Tax  Collector  for  the  town  and  also  be¬ 
gan  work  as  an  assistant  to  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Albert 
Galpin.  He  was  Tax  Collector  until  1942.  He  retired 
as  Town  Clerk  and  from  public  life  August  5,  1954,  after 
serving  for  35  years,  during  which  period  he  traced  and 
indexed  property  transfers  as  far  back  as  1640,  a  diffi¬ 
cult  but  meritorious  task.

"The  earliest  mention  of  the  surname  Havens  in  America  occurs 
in  the  account  of  the  establishment  of  the  government  of  Ports¬ 
mouth  (Indian  name,  Pocasset)  in  Rhode  Island  on  Narragansett 
Bay.  William  Havens  came  to  America  from  Aberystwith,  Cradigan- 
shire,  Wales,  if  tradition  is  correct,  and  joined  the  settle¬ 
ment  established  by  followers  of  Roger  Williams.  In  1633  he 
was  admitted  as  an  inhabitant  of  the  island  of  Aquidneck. . . . 

"It  may  bethat  William  Havens  was  one  of  the  numerous  group  who 
were  dissatisfied  with  the  narrow  exclusiveness  of  the  ruling 
party  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 

"The  date- of  the  death  of  William  Havens  shows  that  practically 
all  his  mature  years  were  spent  in  America. 

"The  last  will  and  testament  of  William  Havens,  dated  March  24, 
1630,  named  ...  sons  John,  Thomas,  Robert,  George,  William  and 
5  daughters....  one  shilling  to  each  of  the  last  nine." 

"The  next  son  George  is  recorded  as  having  lived  at  Jamestown  on 
the  neighboring  island  of  Conanicut,  west  of  Aquidneck,  and 
later  at  Shelter  Island,  N.  Y. 

"This  transaction  led  to  litigation  long  after  his  death.  The 
latter  event  took  place  February  25,  1706,  and  he  was  buried  In 
the  Old  Cemetery  at  New  London,  Connecticut." 


Note  the  references  to  both  Aquidneck  and  Shelter  Island,  N.  Y.  in  the 
above.  Can  it  be  that  these  families  were  connected  with  that  established 
in  Wethersfield,  Conn,  by  Thomas  Havens? 
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
